ANTS IN THAT LINE^ 


Accuracy la More Essential Thau Sp«ed. 


Beatona Why Blaajr IXM« Their Places. 
The Good Benlta of a Ultle Thinking 
While Working. 


It may be interesting to the hundreds 


of young and middle aged women who 
are uneasy, or who feel that they must 
make their way in the world, and who 
look upon the life of a copyist as the most 
desirable and attractive one—in fact, as 
the ideal life—to hear from a few copy- 
ists, both inexperienced and experienced. 


So many have recently come to me for 


advice that I havo concluded that it may 
be wise to publish in your paper a state- 
ment, showing the copyist's life to be 
one not filled with continual sunshine 
and prosperity. 
I do not like to dis- 


courage, but it seems to me that women 
should understand before entering this 
profession—where skill, knowledge, art, 
exactness, perseverance and close appli- 
cation and faithfulness are icquired to 
make one a successful copyist—what ca- 
pabilities are demanded at the present 
time. A slipshod copyist does not stand 
the least shadow of a chance; should sho 
be fortunate enough to fall into a posi- 
tion she will soon be dismissed. 


Before preparing one's self to be a ste- 


nographer, typewriter or pen copyist one 
should consider well her fitness for such 
work. To play over the keys of a type- 
writer at breakneck sptjed is not suffi- 
cient; one must think. A very rapid 
copyist is not satisfactory if she sacrifices, 
neatness and accuracy to speed. If both 
can be combined, success is sure to fol- 
low.

a minute," one bright eyed copyist said 
when I dropped into her employer's of- 
fice, where confusion reigned supreme. 


"Let me see your work, please," said 


I. And out came a lively looking sheet 
of legal cap.

duty to enlighten the self satisfied fe- 
male.

rth* Diamond. 


The origin of the diamond has been 


a fruitful topic for speculation among 
scientists; hence many contradictory 
theories have been advanced and ar- 
gued with some show of reason; but, 
after all that has been said and writ- 
ten upon the subject, we are still left 
pretty much in the dark. Some of the 
theories are very ingenious and inter- 
esting, though the amount of truth 
they embody remains to be proved. 
It has been suggested that the vapors 
of carbon during the coal period may 
have been condensed and crystallized 
into the diamond, and again, the ita- 
columite, generally regarded as the 
matrix, was saturated with petroleum, 
which, collecting in nodules, formed 
the gem by gradual crystallization. 


Newton believed it "to have been a 


coagulated 
unctuous 
substance of 


vegetable origin, and was sustained in 
the theory by many eminent philoso- 
phers, including Sir D. Brewstcr, who 
believed the diamond was once a mass 
of guni, derived from certain species of 
wood, and that it subsequently as- 
sumed a crystalline form. Dana and 
others advanced the opinion that it 
may have been produced by the slow 
decomposition of vegetable material, 
and even from animal matter. Burton 
says it is younger than gold, and sug- 
gests the possibility that it may still be 
in process of formation, with capacity 
of growth. Specimens of the diamond 
have been found to inclose particles of 
gold, an evidence, he thinks, that its 
formation was more recent than that 
of the precious metal. 


The theory that the diamond was 


formed immediately from carbon by 
the action of heat is opposed by an- 
other maintaining that it could not 
have been produced in. this way, other- 
wise would have been consumed. But 
the advocates of this view were not 
quite on their guard against a surprise, 
for some quick witted opponent has 
found by experiments that the dia- 
mond will sustain great heat without 
combustion.—Invention.

This means 
a loss of between sixty and eighty thous- 
and dollars a year that would remain 
with us and help build up the business of 
IJecattir, and it is a known fact that the 
prosperity of a community largely de- 
pends upon the steady employment of its 
critizens and the amount of wealth that 
is distributed each week or month in 
wages. When people generally are em- 
ployed at good wages, it increases their 
power of consumption of useful and 
necessary articles, the benefieent effects 
of which are immediately felt in all 
branches of industry and trade. 
When 


people are idle or are employed at low 
wages their power to consume is lessened 
and this, too, is felt in the trade of the 
community, nnd soon complaints "are 
heard on every hand of dull trade, hard 
tunes, etc. At present a very large num- 
ber of our dealers eell prineipRlly cheap 
cigars made outside of the state, in the 
tenement houses of New York, state 
prisons and from the cheap districts else- 
where, thus depriving many of us of em 
ployment and compelling us to compete 
with this cheup work, which, if not 
checked, will hare a tendency to still fur- 
ther lower our standard of living.

We therefore respectfully appeal to you 
for your sympathy and aid in furthering 
the cigar industry in this city, and to 
handle and smoke only such cigars as 
bear the blue label of our organization 
Every 1000 cigars consumed here but not 
made here means a loss of at least from 
815 to 820 to the people in Deoatur. 
Hoping you will give this your careful 
consideration, we once more respectfully 
but urgently request the smokers and 
dealers to reciprocate and give us their 
support by patronizing home industry 
and to smoke and sell Union made oigarg, 
i. e., those bearing the blue label of the 
C. M. I. IT. of A., the only label for cigars 
cow in use.
